The Conservative Party held 
power in Canada from Confed- 
eration until 1896. with the ex- 
ception of one period of depres- 

sion from 73-78. Their great 
leader, Sir John A. MacDonald 


won’ six general elections for | 


them. Under his leadership the 
bounds of Canada were extend- 
ed from Ocean to Ocean. An- 
other great accomplishment was 
the construction of the C.P.R. 
across an empty and unsurveyed 
Continent. These measures uni- 
ted a small community of 4 mil- 
lion in the East with a smaller 
community of a few thousand 
on the Pacific. In tthe depres- 
sion of. the 1870’s the policy of 
tariff protection was adopted to 
rescue the Canadian economy 
from the pressure of outside 
manufactured goods. This policy 
was a stroke of genius at the 
time. and was called the “Na- 
tional Policy.” _ ; 

As time went on the Oppo- 
sition parties stressed the fear 
that these policies were danger- 

_ ous.\because of the creating of a 
’ new privileged class of protect- 
ed manufacturers and a railway 
monopoly ‘in the West. This at- 
tack miade: it appear that the 
Liberals were not as keen to 
build up a great Canadian na- 
tion as the Conservatives were 
and Sir John won at least one 
election by the slogan “A Bri- 
tish subject I was born, A Bri- 
: tish subject I shall die.” 
Laurier won the 1896 elec- 
* tion in spite of the fact that he 
was opposing his Church on the 
Manitoba. school question. 
took over the National Policy 
with some modification. He es- 
‘tablished a tariff preference for 
British goods in Canada ‘over 
goods coming from thé U.S.A. 
and this preference is still in 
force. Many railways were built 
in his time. There were 2144 
million immigrants admitted in 
_ ten.-years, and there was real 
prosperity, It was commonly 
said the country was going ahead 
“by leaps and bounds.” 

Mr. King retained the Prime- 
Ministership longer’ than any 
political leader in any British 
country since ‘the beginning of 
the 18th Century. He had dif- 
ficulties .at first but in the last 
. elections he had large major- 
ities from every province ex- 
cept ‘Alberta. Canada made 
great strides while he was in 
‘power and perhaps his greatest 
accomplishment was in keeping 
the two diverse races united in 
order to make a maximum war 
effort when Canada’s help was 
desperately needed by the Bri- 
tish Empire. ;

Interest is growing in this 
area among farmers for some 
provisions of seed cleaning fa- 
cilities.

Seed Grain Drill Surveys 
in districts where there are no 
Municipal Seed Cleaning plants 
indicate a large percentage of 
‘rejected: grain’ being used as 
j seed. In the last two Surveys 
conducted in the M.D .of Beaver, 
approximately 45 percent of the 
{ samples, picked from the grain 
drills when seeding was. done, 
graded. rejected. This \jalone in- 
dicates the need of a Seed Clean- 
| ing Plant for this area.
